Uussia Modi lie* Her Tone, 
iinuiumi will Stand by Austria. 

Nnw Youk, Oct. 3.— Tribune's cable 
special from London: Tho faue of Euro - 
pean politios has been ohanged by Ilerr 
Tinea's speech in the Hungarian parlia- 
ment. The Hungarian prime mtniater'a 
declaration was in substance sutliciontly 
menacing to send down stocks on all tho 
bourses of Europe. 'The speech is a no- 
tification to Russia that she will not bo 
allowed to occupy Bulgaria, and that 
Austro Hungary will prevent tho estab- 
lishment of a Russian protectorate, or the 
permanent influence of any single power. 
Russia is not named, but Russia so well 
understands the significance of this Btite- 
ment that the boar is already losing his 
grip. Gen. Kaulbars, who Iiiih succeeded 
in making' himself within a week an odious 
figuio to Europe, has been told from St. 
Petersburg to moderate his tono here- 
after, lie has spoken to Bulgaria, an in- 
dependent nation, as to a community of 
serfs. His circular is without precedent 
among diplomatic document?, and tho 
placarding of it, an an English journal 
well remarks, is an oll'ence which any 
European power would resent by expul- 
sion. Since his entry into Sofia Kaul bar's 
conduct and lanejiago a?e those of a man 
wishing to provoke resistance, which he 
knows he can suppress by force. It is 
rumored that ho wants authority to set 
in motion the Russian forces in Bes- 
sarabia.

Ilerr Tizza's speech, though it has dis- 
quieted stock-jobbers, really {makes the 
way cloaror for poaco. The czar now un- 
derstands that if Russian soldiers stir he 
will have Austria u deal with. Ilerr 
Tiz/.a, though president of the Hungarian 
council only, is known to have spoken for 
Count Kalnoky. lie could not havo 
spoken of sueh a subject without con- 
cert with tho foreign minister, for whom 
tho monarchy of Europe has responded 
with hearty applause The English press, 
with the inconsiderable exception of the 
Pall Mall Gazette, rejoices in Austria's 
new attitude, EnuliHh liberals sympathiz- 
ing with the Bulgarian struggles for 
freedom. 

To-day tho dispatches from Sofia givo 
conflicting accounts of what is ac:ually 
pasainjj between Gen Kaulbars and the 
Bulgarian regency. One correspondent 
Hsaerted that submission in orderly. An- 
othor, usually accurate, says that the 
regency, while avoiding a point blank re- 
fusal, maintain their original determina- 
tion unbroken. Thoro has not been time 
for Herr Tizza's speech to taku full effect. 
A SESfl OFFICIAL KDITOEJAL. 

New Youk, Oct. — Herald's London 
cablegram: Tho Morning Post has u 
double-leaded leador, evidently minis- 
terially inspired. Tim Post may bo called 
a semi-official organ. The loader begins : 
"Great dangor to European tranquility is 
threatened by tho strain that is now put 
upon the alliance of the throe empires. " 
After discussing what part England should 
or should not take, tho leader continues 
thus: "Tho immediate future of Europe 
is dependent on Berlin In London wjj 
can only consider what forces wo cau hus- 
band in anticipation of the great struggle 
of the ago.

IRELAND. 



Piirncllilc Leaders Wish to 
Conciliate. 



Nkw York, Oct. 3.— Tribune's cable 
special from London : Proofs of tho pa- 
cific spirit already noticed among tho 
Parnollite loaders multiply. Dillon's de- 
claration is echoed by a colleague who is 
supposed to ho much deeper in Parnell's 
secrets, T. P. O'Connor. Ho affirms ex- 
plicitly that the no rent policy has been 
abandoned, and that reasonable land 
lords will find reasonable tenants. He 
defines "reasonable landlords" as mean- 
ing landlords who moot thoir tenantry in 
tho same spirit as English landlords, who 
havo voluntarily reduced rates where ton- 
ants are unable to pay them. O'Connor 
predicts a winter without crime in Ire- 
land, unless tho government encourages 
tho landlords in forcing excessive rents 
by eviction. That is not a policy which 
any influential minister is disposed to 
adopt. 

Possibly Pamell has another reason for 
caution. Various letters and other pieces 
of evidence appear in English papers, in- 
tended to show a spirit of revolt among 
the Irish against tho discipline of tho 
league, Never before was the league so 
well organized, but the extreme string- 
ency of tho control it exercises tends in 
some cases to produce resistance or diH- 
contunt. A Limerick loiter to tho Tele- 
graph puts these assertions in a striking 
form- It tolls somo curiouu stories, ne- 
cessarily without names, and infers that 
Parnell is likoly to Gnd the winter tron- 
blosomo from a spirit of mutiny in his 
own party'. This writer has boon talking 
mainly with tradesmen whoso customers 
have been driven away from the league, 
directly or Indirectly .

"Oh ! that miuo enemy would write » 
book," mi(>ht bo now chiUiyod to read, 
"Oh ! that mine enemy would send a 
telegram I" The oxperiunco of our evon- 
mg contemporary in tho telegram line is 
rather a aad one. Having asserted that 
Nova Scotia ha3 but three ministers, and 
having been confronted with tho fact 
that Bhe has seven, in a moment, of fatuity 
he dispatched a telegram to Mr. Field- 
ing, premier of Nova Suotia, asking that 
gentleman to Btite how many portfolios 
thero are in Ida government, and what 
the salaries I Mr. Fielding's answer came 
quick, sharp and decisive, It knocked 
the Times' man into pi — if the incoherent, 
ungrammatical and abusive aiticlo which 
he indited thereon be any indication of 
his etutd of mind when tho following mot 
his gaza:

"Generally admitted too small!" That 
is, the number of portfolios and the salar- 
ies are too Bmall, What a Btinging rebuke 
to the economical soul of the Time:). 
He has for days rilled tho air with vulgar 
elamor sgiun&t the government for main- 
taining four portfolios at Balariea which, 
considering the circumttvncea of the coun- 
try, are not excessive, and tliu premier of 
Nova Scoti.i in effect tells him that ho is 
an Ass. "Generally admitted too small!" 
The stupidity of sending the message is 
only equalled by the stupidity of its pub - 
lication. Our contemporary lays claim tj 
the possession of a certain amount of sly - 
riuas, but it is only low cunning which 
always defeats itself. Having given wing 
to the statement that there are only threo 
pot tf olios in Nova Scotia he cunningly 
concealed the fact Unit there are four 
other ministers who do not hold portfolios 
— making seven in all, It fell to our lot 
to expose this cunning gentleman and it, 
fell to the lot of the premier of Nova 
Scotia to administer to him a stinging rap 
over the knuckles. If seven ministers 
•ro not too many in Nova Scotia, surely 
four are not too many in British Colum- 
bia. At least so Mr. Beaven appears to 
think, as he sat threo years in a cabinet 
that comprised four portfolios at a time 
when the province was steeped to the lips 
in poveity. Our contemporary last even- 
ing devoted more than t wo columns to us. 
He could not have selected a better sub- 
ject; but as life is short and space is 
precious he inu=t excuse us if wo fail to 
devota much time or room to a consider- 
ation of his unworthy self. Ho has not 
udvaiiced one argument that is worthy of 
reply, while his evasion, shuflling and 
falsehood are disgraceful. Ha will scarce- 
ly renew his proposition to pull salaries 
down to the eastern basis in face of the 
telegram of Mr. Fielding; and as for his 
vulgar abuse, if it pleases him it does not 
trouble us. Whatever disposition Air. 
Smithe may make of tho fourth portfolio 
there is always present the grand, over- 
powering, soul-satisfying reflection that no 
one from the Times ollice will be atkod to 
take it. It would require just sii port- 
folios to satisfy the crowing of the share- 
holders in that concern. Like tho 
ineaslos that attacked Brigham Young's 
family— threo aro not enough portfolios to 
go 'round. 

TRADE PROSPECTS. 

For several years past there has been 
a decided depression in trade all over the 
world. Maritime commerce — steam as 
well as sailing — has been stagnant; and 
only those ports or inland citit'3 have 
done well that have been favored by ex- 
ceptional circumstances. Of these Vic- 
toria has boon one. When trade was at 
its dullest, she with her peculiar position, 
isolated from the rest of tin: Dominion, 
and with few or no industries, with heavy 
freight charges on bonded goods, and 
heavy duties on foreign orders, would 
have fared badly had it not been for tho 
stimulus afforded by railway construction. 
From the commencement of tho Onder- 
donk contract large sums of money found 
their wuy into the bands of our mainland 
merchants and wholesale commission 
houses in Victoria, and for four or live 
years until now the province felt the un- 
doubted benefit of the expenditure upon 
public works. With tho completion of 
the Canadian Pacific railway there ensued 
■* falling olf- -not to say a comparative do- 
prossion — of business in Victoria. This 
was only to bo expected us a natural con- 
sequence of the cessation of a groat out- 
lay; and many persons began to foitall a 
period of dull times and a poor eutlook 
for the futuro. Witli the opening of tho 
Oanndian Pacific railway, however, not 
only has a stream of travel been inaugur- 
ated, notonlyisthecountry being extensive- 
ly advertised at a time when the facilities 
tor reaching it have been extended, but the 
better regulation of supply and demand, the 
opening up of new marketB for resources 
hitherto neglected because of the want of 
sufficient inducement, all tend to create and 
foster new (springs of business. Fresh fish 
can now bo sent through to Montreal; al- 
ready many aro turning their attention to 
fruit culture for the marketB of the north- 
west; tho quartz lodes are at Inst in a fair 
way of receiving n substantial teat; and 
railway communication between tho agricul- 
tural country of Okanagan and Shuswap 
and the main lino of the Canadian Pacific 
in about to prove the capability of supply- 
ing Hiifflcient grain' for home supply, there- 
by supporting an increased agricultural 
popnlatiou and retaining within the prov- 
ince a largo sum of meney that annually 
finds Its way to the United States. \a 
regards our business men, they find that 
tho completion of tho transcontinental rail - 
way is bringing hero live, "go-ahead" rep- 
resentatives of eastern linns; and that to 
keep np with- and not to keep 
uhead of — tho times, it is neoos- 
«ary for them (tho local men) to 
wako up, obtain bettor terms from whole 
sain houses, be content with smaller mar- 
gins, and trust to a presumptive increase 
of business to make up for the compara- 
tive decrease- of profits. Any general 
fluctuation in trade is first experienced in 
tho east, gradually spreading westward; 
and even as the east win tho first to fool 
the depression of trade so it has been the 
lirst to experience i's revival. This has 
uotually occurred. Trade in already look- 
ing up in tho oast and tho benefioial 
effect of its increased impetus will even- 
tually find its way to t'-is coast. Its 
udvont, however, to bo properly utilized, 
will have to find business mini of all kinds 
with faculties sharpened and thoroughly 
prepared to perceive and seize upon every 
udvantage that will bo likely to turn tho 
balance of competition in their faver 



TEE BRITISH ARMY RIFLES. 

The agitation in England concerning 
tho rifles in the hands of the army has 
reached fevor-hoat. The newspapers aro 
filled with correspondence reflecting on 
the war officu for their bad selection of 
weapons, and a feeling akin to alarm has 
taken possession of the public mind in 
view of what is said to bo tho inability of 
England's rifles to eopo with those of any 
other European power with which tho 
nation may bu in conflict. Sir Samuel 
W. Baker (who, by the way, is brother to 
Colonel Baker. M. P. P., for Kootsnay), 
| writes to tho London Times as follows: 

SlB — The letter of your correspondent, 
C. Frederick Lowe, of the 11th inst , 
should awaken tho lirilisli taxpayer to a 
true sense of our blundering in depart- 
ments which should give an example of 
practical scientific kuowledge, but which 
exhibit a lamentable and costly de- 
ficiency. 

Tho new rille for the British army 
is pronounced t > bo an agglomera- 
tion of defects. This verdict is the 
opinion of unquestionable expend. 

With war-clouds gathering mi the hori- 
zon, England ie discovered in the pitiable 
position of nervousness resulting from a 
general want of confidence; wo cannot 
even roly upon our weapons. We have 
naval guns that burst, swords and bayo- 
nets that would fail a cheesemonger, 
cartridges that jam, and rifles that fail to 
keep a horde of savages from penetrating 
a British square. 

1 will not follow your correspondent 
into the details of his criticism, but I 
would draw the attention of the public to 
one particular defect m tho oonntruotion 
of our military rifles which by itself 
renders accurate shooting impossible dur- 
ing tho heat, excitement, and the smoke 
ol action. This is is the absurd straighi- 
ness of the stock. 

Every person is aware that a rifle, to 
be handy, should coino up to the shoulder 
almost instinctively. It would bo impos- 
sible to produce a rifle that would suit 
everybody, as people differ it) their build, 
length of neck, arms, etc.; but there can 
be no question that, to obtain fair shoot- 
ing when tiring rapidly, the stock should 
be well bent, otherwise the shoU will be 
invariably t jo high . 

Our Martini-Henry rifies are ridicu- 
lously straight, as remarked by your cor- 
respondent in charge l of his int nesting 
letter. This fault accounts for the ex- 
traordinary failure of onr infantry lire in 
face of the enemy, which at close range 
should be swept oil' tho face of tho ground 
if the rifles came up instinctively to the 
shoulder. 

All sportsmen aro well aware of the 
recoil inseparable from a straight stock, 
whore the cheek must be depressed upon 
the butt when taking aim; but with a 
well-bent stock a heavy charge of pow- 
der may be tired with impunity. When 
the Martini-Henry was first introduced 
the recoil was i: serious cause of com- 
plaint, owiug to this cause. 

In a tour round the world I added a 
Martini-Henry government rifle to my 
ordinary battery; this was eased in the 
trigger to a pull of three pounds, and 
was delioately sighted. 

The result of threo years shooting 
proved that I seldom failed to hit a stand- 
ing object, but 1 constantly missed all 
running shots, with the Martini 0*ing 
to the straightnesa of the et.ock, it was 
impossible to fire quickly with any accu- 
racy. 

Some months ago 1 took tho liberty of 
offering the result of my experience to 
the proper authorities, as tho government 
were about, to produce a new rifle for the 
army. 

Tho reply from the small arms' depart- 
ment acknowledged the old defect of a 
straight stock, but declared the intended 
remedy to be a slightly reduced angle of 
the shoulder plate from 88 dog. to 85 deg. 

I confessed 1 was amazed and incred- 
ulous, but I said no more. 

I submit this fact tor the consideration 
of sportsmen, soldier?, guumakera, and 
British t ixpayers. 

No practical sportsman would order a 
rifle with the Martini-Henry breech ac- 
tion, which is tho worst in existence, 
being a mere trap for dust or rain, while 
the extractor is useless should a cartridge 
jam, and the danger is intensified from 
the absence of a halt cock.

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 5. — Tho temperature in 
London to day has been abnormally high. 
The thermometer registered 80 degrees in 
tho shade this afternoon. Never before 
during the past forty-six yams has the 
temperature of the city been so warm at 
any time during October. 

Two shocks of earthquake were felt 
throughout Calta, one of tho Shetland 
islands, last night. 

Tho miners of Yorkshire demand an 
increase of 10 per cent, in wages. If a 
strike should result from the refusal to 
grant the increase asked for it will affect 
40,000 persons. 

Warm weather prevails all over the 
continent. The Paris theatres aro des. 
cribed as veritable furnaces and the atten- 
dance is said to be very limited in conse- 
quence of the heat. 

Parnell, and his mother and siator, in- 
tend to spend tho winter in tho south of 
France. They will probably visit Rome 
and not return to England before the 
opening of parliament. 

AUSTRALIA. 
Melbourne, Oct. 6. — An earthquake 
destroyed every village on the island of 
Niapu. The inhabitants escaped. Tho 
island is covered tweuly feet deep with 
volcanic dust, and a new hill 200 feet 
high has been formed. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Oct. 6. — All revolutionists 
who were sentenced t ) death here have 
been pardoned. 

BULGARIA. 

Sofia, Oct. u.— The note presented to 
the Bulgarian government by Geu. Kaul- 
bars before his departure from Sofia was 
in effect as follows: Tho Imperial gov- 
ernment desires to release all persons 
arrested in connection with the deposi- 
tion of Prince Alexander. It also desires 
the election to be postponed until Novem- 
ber, The consequences of the refusal to 
comply with Russia's wishes will fall upon 
those actually governing Bulgaria. 

Sofia, Oct. 5.— It is stated that Kaul- 
bars received 500,000 francs to devote to 
furthering the agitation in Bulgaria. 

DENMARK. 
Copenhagen, Oct. 5 — The budget was 
laid before the lower house of parliament. 
It shows a deficit of $2,5.'i0,,'!0.0 . A hill 
was introduced proposing to cover the 
deficiency by drafts on the treasury. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, Oct. 5. — It is rumored that 
Lord Randolph Churchill and the British 
ambassador, Sir Edward Malet, will short- 
pay an official visit to Prince Bismarck. 
The report that Churchill was on his way 
to Berlin was a surprise to the govern- 
ment, no intimation of his intended jour- 
ney having been received. If LordRandolph 
Churchill has an interview with Prince Bis- 
marck during his visit it will be of a purely 
unofficial character. 

The statement is authorized that Henry 
Villard will soon go to America as a repre- 
sentative of the combination of continental 
banks which propose to engage largely in 
financial business with the United States in 
conjunction with loading American firms. 
The Deutsche Bank, tho leading joint stock 
i bunk of Europe, heads tho combination. 
Villard's health is fully restored. 

Important changes have been made in 
the foreign office since the appointment 
of Count Herbert Bismarck as under 
secretary of state. Lothair Buehor, tho 
oldest member of the political section, 
has retired, Dr. Keysur, of the legal sec- 
tion, succeeding him, and in the com- 
mercial section Councillor Reiohort has 
been appointed director, while Councillor 
Gerlich has been sent as consul-general 
to Calcutta, 



Igiirkorvi lie School. 

Bahkervili.k, Sept. 22d. 
To the Editor:— There havo beon for 
bo long a time past letters appearing in 
Victoria papers in referencu to what is 
called the Rarkerville school difficulty, 
containing statements so libellous and 
false that I crave a short spaco to place 
the mutter before your readers in an holi- 
est light. At various times during tho 
existence of our school thore has beon 
considerable Eiiinoyanco causod to the 
trustooa by the action of u small number 
of tho community, which annoyance grow 
to such an extent that it caused them to 
withdraw from any active interest in mat- 
tors pertaining to the school. It was 
with reluctance that I accepted the office 
of chairman of the sohool board, but with 
my colleagues, Messrs. Hagorman and 
Hauser, I havo endeavored to conscien- 
tiously perform my duties. Tho late 
school teacher, Mr. Bannornian, for a 
long time previous to his dismissal, actod 
in a very obnoxious way, but it was over- 
looked, as wore many other minor of- 
fences; but in July it come to the knowl- 
edge of the trustees that he had boon ex- 
hibiting pictures, one in particular 
reflecting upon the character of a lady 
and gentleman resident in tho community, 
which he showed tho trustees, stating that 
he had found it tinder his door five 
month* after he came here, just nineteen 
months previous. Tho matter was care- 
fully inquired into and the trustees camo 
to the conclusion that they would be do- 
relict in their duty if they did not dis- 
miss him and this was accordingly done. 
Seven heads of families out of nine re- 
presenting tho school children coincided 
with this dismissal. Prior to this Mr. 
Bannerman had openly, on tho street, loud- 
ly attacked Iherepr.t.tion of several of our 
most valued citizens, among whom were 
Dr. Watt, Jas. Stone, postmaster, John 
Bowrou, government agent, and also the 
three trmtaea, and acted in a manner that 
-I. j wed him to be unfit to teach tho 
young. 

For looking after the interests of the 
school and its young attendants a very 
small clique in the community, who have 
for many years been the source of much 
mischief, have caused to be published in 
the Victoria papers anonymously and over 
their own signatures, statements that are 
falso in every particular, attacking tho 
characters and actions of gentlemen who 
have In every instance acted above re- 
proach. An instance of misrepresentation 
— tho report published of it meeting held 
by this clique at which a motion was paused 
censuring the school trustees, eight out of 
tho meeting voting for it, merely the en- 
tire strength of the clique, Had a public 
meeting beon called by the trustees and 
such a motion been presented it would 
havo been voted down by a majority of 
40 or 50. So far as school matters are 
concerned, neither Dr. Watt, Mr. Stone nor 
j Mr. Bowron havo in any way interfered or 
| dictated to the present school board, but 
I havo held entirely aloof when they might 
have benefited the school. It is a matter of 
wonderment hero that papers in Victoria 
publish such out-and-out libellous false- 
hoods, and the great majority of tho com- 
munity are pleased to nolo that your paper 
has always pursued a better course. 

Trusting that this will silence the publica- 
tion of slanders that have been a disgrace to 
| the town of Barkervillo and an annoyance 
to its inhabitants, and which have emanat- 
ed from a clique of half a dozen of its citi- 
zens.

LOUISIANA OHANOK8. 

H'HIs fear's Crop a Total Fail- 
ure. 

New Oitiu.vNK, La.. Sept. 24.— Reports 
from Calicarren, St. Bernard, St. Mary, 
Cameron, Lufourcho and other parishes 
in which oranges are principally grown, 
state that thu crop ia a complete failure 
this year. It usually averages from 
thirty to fifty millions a year, but will not 
bo one million this year, in oonnequanoe 
of the severe ireor,o List winter. Tho 
news is uniformly bad from evory portion 
of tho State. In aomo places where 
5,000 burrelu were obtained last year 
barely a barrel will be secured. The 
freeze of the winter did torrlble damage, 
killing tha limbs and requiring tho out- 
t ng off of so much dead wood as to almoa 
destroy the trees, There is absolutely n 
crop, no tie- of the trees bearing properly. 
The large plantations are aa badly injur- 
ed as tho smaller groves. The troou are 
so batfly Injured that it will take nine 
years of propitious weather before the 
crop will lie a full one again. A large 
proportion of the Louisiana crop last year 
wus shipped north, hut thoro ia uot 
enough now for homo consumption, and 
New Orleans will b« compelled to depend 
on California and Florida.
